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How ttbe Bmerlcan:5ew Wcgaroe 
Christmas

The Jewish idea of Christmas so 
rarely enters into Gentile Christmas 
literature that many repeatedly ask ; 
" What of the Jew of Christmas- 
tide ; how does he regard the day ; 
does he celebrate it at all, and what 
does the Jewish parent teach his 
children t" It is, indeed, a plea- 
sure to be permitted to give our 
readers so able a presentation of the 
matter as that which follows 

As developed in recent decades, 
and more especially in the United 
States. Christmas has come to be the 
symbol and expression of the tender- 
■ est sympathies to which the heart of 
man may throb in responsive rhy- 
thm. No longer speaking the harsh 
dialect of dogmatic scholasticism, it 
phrases its wider message in the 
flowing vocabulary of the all-includ- 
ing humanities. It loves to bring to 
memory of adult the gloriously child- 
like in the motives and sentiments 
that prompt and pervade the truly 
human. Its song of brotherhood 
outruns the halting metres of sect 
and sept, of clan and class. Sweep- 
ing with the stars* flight throng h 
the zones, its proclamation of good 
will awakens answering echoes under 
every sky. 

What about the Jew? Does he 
have part in the unifying joy of the 
rare hour when differences of station 
■nd origin are fused in the con- 
sciousness of the equivalence and 
equality of all men ? 


To the theological associations of 
the festival the Jew must take ex- 
ception. The day of the Nativity of 
the Christ may be and is to use the 
significant term coined by Chrysos- 
tom, "the metropolis of the Christian 
holidays." Before the Jew could" 
recognize it as such, he would have 
to be convinced that all the centuries 
elapsed since the event thus remem- 
bered, which for him and his an- 
cestors had been years of trials and 
tears, he has walked in willful blind 
Qess. 

As long as the Jew is attached to 
his own religion he will not, he can- 
not admit this. Whatever star blazed 
forth over the world in the night 
when the shepherds, according to one 
of the Gospels, heard the angelic 
anthem, it did not shine with a light 
Unknown in Israel. The Jew could 
not and cannot hail its rise as niark- 
•ng the setting of his religion's day. 
The Messianic dream of Judah in 
that momentous hour did not meet 
•ts fulfillment. Peace then was not 
established on earth. 

The modern Jew knows full well 
that originally the twenty-fifth day 
of December was not regarded by the 
Church as the birthday of the Savior. 
" was not celebrated as such before 
354 a.d. Still the association of the 
day with the eclipse of Judaism sur- 
vives both in nomenclature and the 
popular interpretation of the cele- 
bration. ^Sects #that for a long time 
vividly protested against the adop- 
tion of the pagan institution have 
'"odified their opposition. They do 
"ot hesitate to vocalize through the 
Q ay'a appointments the construction 
°f history according to which the 
Jew's persistence after the Nativity 
was token of sinful stubbornness. 
The Synagogue would sign its own 
death-warrant were it, ignoring the 
emphasis of the Church, to set aside 
its own festal cycle in favor of the 
more widely observed holiday of its 
rival and opponent. 

And the Jewish religionist has all 
the less excuse for this substitution 
since his synagogrfl calendar provides 
8 t the identical season of the year an 
occasion for as intense manifestation 
°f joy. It is not a secret among 
scholars that the celebration of the 
twenty fifth day of the midwinter 
nionth tu the Jewish notation of the 
year's circuits as a day of light in 
commemoration of the rededication 
of the Temple ( see Saint John x, 22) 
is one of the component factors of 
which Christmas observance in the 
Church is a combination. Thence 
the Church borrowed -the light as 
expressive element in the symbolism 
of its day, though outside the Ctami 1 
ritual not until the early part of 1 1 
nineteenth century did the light' 
the tree come in vogue as a dominant 
feature of the Christinas accessories. 
The Jewish holiday of Lights, de- 
signated as Hanukah in Hebrew, has 
also taken on the character of a fes- 
tival in the main dedicated to child- 



hood. In this it has clearly develop- 
ed along lines parallel to those that 
Christmas followed in widening its 
own scope. The setting aside of the 
days immediately succeeding the 
winter solstice to mark the birth of 
light antedates both Judaism and 
Christianity. It is basic to the Ytlle- 
tide of the Germanic peoples, the 
Saturnalia of the Romans. 

The custom however, of placing 
gifts in the stocking of the children 
originated in Holland, where Sail 
Nicholas, or Santa Claus, the chil- 
dren's friend, visits his pets on De- 
cember 6th, he himself and his gifts 
being an adaptation and reconstruc- 
tion of very ancient conceits rooted 
111 most primitive religious rites that 
arose in prehistoric times when hu- 
man sacrifice, especially of the first 
born son, was deemed necessary to 
secure the happiness and health of 
the denizens in childhood's paradise. 
In Jewish homes the Hanukah 
spreads the glow of light, and into 
the hearts of Jewish children it in- 
fuses 4oy almost at the same hour 
when Christmas sets ablaze the tree 
under the neighbor's roofs. Only in 
the seeming the Jewish day is less 
inclusive iti its monitions True, the 
background of the Jewish festival of 
Lights is the nation's victor. II 
the victory won by the Maccabees 
over the Syrians not only preserved 
Judaism; it alone made the birth t 
Christianity possible. a* 

The Christinas sentiment of "good 
'will to men" is certainly an echo of 
the convictions and aspiratio.is 
which the Jewish festival of Lights 
emphasizes. Widespread as the 
prejudice is that the ethics of Jesus 
transcend Judasim, and that there- 
fore Christmas virtually marks the 
advent of a new epoch of love among 
men, it ia based on misconstruction 
or ignorance of Jewish life aud liter- 
ature contemporaneous with and an- 
tecedent to the rise of Christianity. 
The ethics symbolized by Christ- 
mas are Jewish. Their universalism 
is not an exotic in the garden of Ju- 
daism. 

The signs are not wanting that 
sooner or later the Jewish festival of 
Lights and Christmas as the holy 
appeal for Peace on Earth will no 
longer fall on different days. Even 
now, the hour which moves all 
Christendom to joyous sentiments 
has found welcome in many a Jewish 
household. Its theological implica- 
tions have been forgotten in the 
sweeter melodies which it has dedi- 
cated to the universal humanities 
And many more of Jacob's family 
would be ready to combine their 
Hanukah and Christmas and help 
create for the common day a name 
and symbols of broader sweep than 
either now possess, were it not for 
the remembrance that while the Jew- 
ish Hanukah has hroitght terror ami 
pain to none, in former centuries, 
and alas! even now in darkest Europe 
Christinas has often been, aud is 
still, a day of unspeakable anguish 
and terrible suffering for Jews. 

Coming from their matins, where 
they had learned of the birth of the 
Babe of Bethlehem hailed by angels' 
choirs chanting of good will to men, 
mobs time and again would Invad 
the defenseless homes of the divine 
Babe's kinsfolk any visit on them 
their fanatical wrath. In Russia the 
approach of Christmas fills with 
trepidation five millions of human 
hearts. Sad experience has taught 
them that an hour is fraught with 
graver peril for them than that 
which retells the poetry of a Jewish 
Child's birth in poverty and pou 
The Jew cannot rejoice, nor sing of 
good will, when he knows that tin 
the day of his joy has been and is 
the day of his helpless brothers' 
trembling atru anxiety and agony! 



Prejudice will be unknown, and Love 
of Man for Man will be the Worship 
uniting in one fellowship all of God's 
children.

The day aftei Mrs. Skinkle died 
her daughter, Mrs. Sarah Augsreli, 
of Boston, arrived here at an early 
hour in the morning to at lend her 
mothers funeral and lake a last look 
at her. 

Mrs. Angeleri's sistei, Ella, was 
married to Paul Eagle years ago. 
She died long ego, 

Mrs. Skinkrc's remains DOW test 
in the small burial ground, some 
six hundred feet west of the Home 
This burial place, which is some 

times called Gallaudet Cemetery, is 

a patch ol ground forty feel wide 
and ninety feet long, and at present 
contains thirty four graves. The 
old wooden fence enclosing the 
thirty-three graves was torn down 
some time ago. Sooner or 1 ilei Mr. 
Samuel Gardner will build a new 
wire fence around this small burial 
place, and then it will have abetter 
and more respectable appearance, 
than it has borne in the past. 

Loug before Mis Skinkle passed 
a way, there were thirteen women 
inmates here, and so, as a matter 
of course, the unlucky number 
died with the departed one. 

Since April 1st, three women 
have died here. Not altogether all 
of the residents who die here are 
buried in Gallaudel Cemetery, 
Some who die here are taken uwa\ 
by their # relatives or friends, and 
laid at rest wherever such indivi- 
duals chose to lay them. 

Mis. Angolori, who left for Bos- 
ton (he day alter .Mrs. Skinkle's 
funeral, .felt Dial SO long as her 
dear niothei lived here, she was 

admirably situated. She, Mrs 
Aogeleri, was won't to come all the 
way from Boston once a year lo see 
her mother, and to sta> with her 
for a couple of days or so, and so 
her mother was happy. 

The walls and ceilings of many 
of the tied rooms have lieen kal- 
■Omined, and now they look well.

of New Vo.k City, entertained 
the household to a moving picture, 
which all the folks immensely 
enjoyed.

is given freely, abundantly and li- 
berally to everyone of us human 
beings. 

In a letter datod September 27th, 
I ^received from Mr. Gilbert Hicks, 
who lives at Westbury, N. Y., 
among other things he says:** I was 
much pleased to visit your room, 
along with my party, last-August 
89th, and see for myself bow your 
typewriter indicator worked. I 
admired the work, and think it a 
very sensible and useful affair. 
I wish you to know that I myself 
am the real inventor of the tree 
mover. About thirty ye.irs ago I 
conceived the idea, and made a tree- 
moving apparatus. My brother 
and his son improved a good many 
tree movers of various sizes and 
power to handle trees of various 
sizes and height. We can move 
from ten to thirty tons of trees 
drawn by twelve to sixteen horser 
in front. It requires fifteen men to 
manipulate the iree-moving device, 
and ao many days to move a single 
tree to the spot where it is to be 
planted I am the inventor d 
some door-knockers for my own use 
and benefit. I was comforted to 
know that the folks at the Home 
were pleased to meet my parly and 
I. Wo journeyed 333 miles in my 
oar, travelling in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and New Y"oik. We 
made about six calls on the whole 
trio. I moan on deaf friends. We 
enjoyed it immensely. I hop* to 
visit the Home again some day." 

Mr. Gilbert Hicks, of whom I 
spoken of in my last article, is one 
of the oldest living graduates of the 
old yellow brick school, which we 
like to call Fan wood.

We are anxious to kno ' ' 
how big this particular building is, 
and how many men it will bouse. 
We are wondering what the new 
reset voir is for at the back of Ihe 
house. What goes on in the Ohio 
Home is always interesting to the 
folk here. %

Ol Los Angeles of Ihe JOUKNAL 
hinted that Mr. Charles Q. Me 
Mann, of New York City, wonld

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Sbvbral letter* from deaf gentle- 
men of the South have been sent to 
the Journal, requesting information 
concerning the " Lander and Shean 
Device Mfg. Co., Inc., of Valley 
Stream, L. I., N. Y." 

Other letters sent to a prominent 
New York officer in the National 
Fraternal Society have also been 
sent to the Journal editor — that is, 
tbe aforesaid officer ''passes the 
buck ' ' to us. 

Included in the material sent us 
is an elaborate questionaire, which 

* 

assumes to be an " Application for 
Employment " in tbe alleged manu- 
facturing company, and very clever- 
ley conveys the impression that the 
company is contemplating the em- 
ployment of deaf-mutes, as workers 
or agents, and at the same time 
adroitly strengthens the impression 
that it is now, or will be, a going 
concern. 

So far as we can learn, there is no 
such manufacturing establishment 
in active operation at Valley Stream, 
L. I. One deaf-mute, returning 
from the Atlanta Convention last 
summer went to Valley Stream lo in- 
vestigate. He reported to tbe editor 
of the Journal that he found a 
shed-like structure, but peeking in 
at the window discovered it to be 
bare of machinery or anything else 
except empty space. 

Agents selling stock in tbe concern 
are members of tbe National Fra- 
ternal Society of the Deaf, which 
assures them a glad hand from F raters 
in the communities they visit, so that 
a certain degree of confidence is 
placed in their representations. 
Several teachers at the Arkansas In- 
stitution at Little Rock have invested 
$50 to $100. In the Carolinas the 
deaf have subscribed, as also in other 
Southern States. 

Aftew buying, many of them have 
written us for advice. Advice 
either way would be useless when the 
stock certificates have been pur- 
chased. 

Tbe Journal has always encour- 
aged deaf-mute enterprise, and any 
criticism or suggestion made here- 
in is not to decry enterprise, but 
rather to enjoin upon its readers the 
importance of being careful with 
money that does not come to them 
without earning it. Buying stock 
involves risk always. There is no 
sure thing in tbe stock markets. 
If purchasers of stock get stung, 
there is no recourse but to grin and 
bear it. If you sue the company, 
you sue yourself, because you are 
part of tbe company in proportion to 
tbe ctock you own. 

We believe Lander and Sbean 
were tbe promoters of a Products 
Company, which loaded the deaf 
with stock a year or two ago. 
They were promised big dividends by 
tbe agents. Did tbey get any divi- 
dends? No ; they did not. Hut they. 



"The Journal editor has received 
several letters of inquiry from deaf- 
mutes in New England concerning 
the advisability of investing their 
money in an enterprise to form a 
stock company for the manufacture 
of patentee! devices, which is to be 
conducted by deaf men, whose work- 
ers shall also be deaf men and wo- 
men. 

"The factory is to be located at or 
near Valley Stream, Long Island. 

"So far as we know the enterprise 
is a legitimate one — that is, it is said 
to come within the law. Therefore, 
it becomes a matter of individual 
judgment whether or not to invest. 

"The editor of this paper does 
not claim 10 be an authority on 
investments, either in stocks, bonds, 
or real estate. It is up to tbe deaf 
themselves to make sure by inquiry 
or investigation, before placing 
their hard-earned 
enterprise. They 
the risk involved, 
an adequate 
invested, and 



money in any 
should consider 
tbe prospects of 
return for money 
the solvency of the 
company. If they become stock- 
holders in a new company, the 
money with which tbey purchased 
the stock will be used for the 
legitimate expenses of the company. 
If the profits are big, their dividends 
will also be big; but if there be a 
deficit in tbe running expenses, they 
will get no dividends and the value 
of their stock will be diminished or 
become worthless. 

"We are informed that some of 
tbe deaf contemplate selling their 
homes to get money to buy stock in 
the manufacturing enterprise above 
alluded to. That course would seem 
very foolish, indeed. To risk 
surplus cash is at least reasonable, 
though the savings banks are the 
safest depositories for people of 
small means; but in these days of 
high rents very deaf-mute who owns 
a home should hang on to it."

WliHt il» you know rfbont, the 
lumirioiiH ilial of your watch f 
Although most of iih «r« familial 
with the luminous dial, yet, as a 
jioti'Jent points out, probably 
few of ns know what make* it 
luminous or why on omwsiOB it

have looked at, your watch shortly 
after your train has entered a 
tunnel anil have been astonished to 
find that the dial has ceased to be 
luminous. Perhaps you have kept 
>n it and found that it show 
ad /lot a glimmer of light while 
your train was in the tunnel Why 
should a dial be luminous at night 
and not luminous in a darlt tunnel 
by da}? The trouble, is not with 
the dial but with your eyes. In sun- 
light the pupils of our ntraet 
iiui out pari of the blight ness; 
in darkness they expand and let in 
all the light they can. But our 
pupils do not contract or expand 
instantaneously; they take filteen 
minutes or even 'more to go from 
smallest to their largest size. 
At uight most of us are usually in 
artificial light, which is seldom so 
strong as daylight, and eon sequent 
ly our pupils have expanded a good 
deal. When we put out the litfht, 
therefore, our pupils do not have to 
expand far to enable us to nee well 
in the dark. When on the other 
hand we plunge from broad day- 
light into a railway tuiiuel, our 
pupils must expand as far as they 
can if we are to see anything. As 
me have explained, that takes time 
— it takes more time than it takes 
to go through the ordinary tunnel. 
eeiy anyone ban gone into a, 
in the afternoon without* 
wondering why the place is so much 
darker than it is In the evening. 
Again, the trouble is with our ejes. 
The pupils are far more contracted 
when we go into the theatre from 
inlight than they are when we 
go into from the twilight or from 
the light of the, evening - 
For a time, consequently, we >.ee 
r in a theatre at night.
